1 . This application is a 371 of PCT/DE04/02540, November 1 8, 2004. Claims 1 -1 8 
are pending. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 (line 
3), claim 7 (line 3), the recitations "manomer" is a misspell for "monomer". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 



Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
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directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hong et 
al. (US 2004/0010069 A1).

7. (Currently Amended) Wiper blade for windshield wipers, characterized by a rubber 

material including a copolymer based on isopf eoe and at least one further polymerizable 
manomer aeeerdiflg-tB- Claim 1 . 



Hong et al. (page 6, claims 1-4) disclose a rubber material comprising copolymer 
based on isoprene and at least one further polymerizable monomer, butadiene. Hong et 
al. (page 2, 0013) indicate that the composition can comprise natural rubber, 
chloroprene, and EPDM. Hong et al. (page 3, Table II) clearly indicate a composition 
comprising polybutadiene and more than one rubber can be incorporated. Further, 
Hong et al. (page 6, claim 4) clearly indicate that the composition comprises furnace 
black, and thermal black. Hong et al. (page 7, claim 13) disclose an amount of 30 to 90 
phr can be used which meet the limitation of claims 4 and 12. Regarding the claimed 
softening agent and/or mineral oil. Hong et al. (page 3, 0021; page 7, claim 15) disclose 
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the use of plasticizing oils and softeners. Regarding the "wiper blade" features of claims 
7-9, Hong et al. (page 8, claim 33), clearly indicate that the claimed composition is for 
the making of a wiper blade. 

Hong et al. contain all the features as claimed. Claims 1-18 are anticipated.
